lantic, and the Pacific, each of three thous- 
and tons, rank at the head of the steam ma- 
rine of the world. 
In capacity, in speed, in 


equipments, iu everything that constitutes 
steamers of the first class, and the best of 
that class, these vessels are no where sur- 
passed. 


In addition to the steamers on the lines 


from New York to San Francisco, and to 
Collins' line to Liverpool, there are steam- 
ers ou our Atlantic coast — we know not 
how many. There arc enough, however, 
fora beginning in the use of steamers in 
our coasting trade. 


New York Herald, publishes 


some extracts from a private letter of Mr. 
Clay, to a gentleman of that city. 
In rela- 


tion to the present state of the country, he 
says : — "I should be glad to witness a ter- 
mination of the violence, both :it the North 
and South, which threatens — in words, if 
not in fact — the existence of our Union. 
But my confidence is strong that the TJ- 
uiou will be maintained against all assail- 
ants, in whatever quarter they may ap- 
pear."

help of wings, with great case and rapidity. 
She was advertised lo % a distance of a- 
bov<j 1,500 feet, rising in the air above 
GOO, 


but exceeded the programme both in height 
and distance. 
No description of the struc- 


ture of the wings is given. 
They have a 


spread of some fifteen feet, are fastened by 
ligaments of great flexibility, and arranged 
so as to move with great rapidity; they 
inake a noise like a wind-mill. 
The aston- 


ishment of Madrid also uovel a phenome- 
non is described as immense. 


A Mr. Thomas Darville, at Paris, also
